I Interesting Ceremonial in Connection

Power Company to their electric light 
and power system. 

The annual convention of tne Alber 
ta Hospital Association, the A berta 
Registered Nurses' Association and 
the Alberta Public Health Officials’ 
Association will be held in Calgary 
on Monday and Tuesday, June 25 and 
26. An interesting program of value 
to all those engaged in hospital and 
Public health work is being arranged, 
and among the speakers who will be 
heard are a number of outstanding 
authorities on problems of public 
health. 

Workmen are now employed in the 
taking down of the U.G.G. elevator, 
which is to give place to a new and 
larger building.

NEW POLICY OF WHEAT POOL 

A convention of the Alberta Wheat 
Pool was held in Calgary last week. 
The most outstanding n<;w policy 
adopted was a decision to handle the 
wheat of members through pool ele¬ 
vators at actual cost. No handling 
nor service charge will be made upon 
the delivery of the grain, and at the 
close of the season the actual operat¬ 
ing cost upon a per bushel basis will 
be deducted from the final^payment. 
The purpose of the new system is to 
increase the volume of grain passing 
through the pool eleva The 

system iff retroactive, and applies to 
the 1927-8 crop. The convention also 
approved a system to encourage farm 
ers to store grain on their own prem¬ 
ises, by allowing them a storage fee 
to avoid the great rush of grain dur¬ 
ing threshing season. 


SCHOOL TRUSTEES 

The qualifications governing for the 
office of trustee in Alberta is similar 
to Manitoba and Saskatoon. The 
candidate must be a British subject, 
must be a resident of the district in 
which he is a candidate for election 
and must be able to • read and write. 
A case arose in Saskatchewan recent¬ 
ly where a trustee was elected who 
could not read or write the English 
language. The election was question¬ 
ed and the case came up before a 
Judge in the ijistrict Court who inter¬ 
preted the law to mean “ability to 
read and write in any language, not 
necessarily English. In Manitoba a 
similar judgment was recorded. Here 
is a case of laxness on the part of 
our lawmakers in f ram i n g-this partic¬ 
ular section of the public school act.

Most lapses 
from the ‘Golden Rule’ of courtesy 
are due to thoughtlessness, rather, 
than deliberate selfishness — hut 
thoughtlessness and automobile driv¬ 
ing are a bad combination,” further 
emphasizes Mr. Black. 

“The man whose car awaits for five 
minutes at an intersection which has 
no traffic semiphore, for a chance to 
cut across the street wonders why 
none of the scores or hundreds of mo¬ 
torists will hesitate long enough to 
make a gap for him to go across. But 
this same man, were he in the stream 
of traffic, probably would not stop. 

“Those who expect courtesy sould’ 
themselves be courteous. Every day 
motorists have occasions to practise 
courtesy, by thinking of the other fel¬ 
low. In almost every city there are 
some streets so frequently used dur¬ 
ing the morning and evening rush 
hours that the people who live on 
these streets have difficulty- getting 
in and out of their drives, because 
passing motorists are so supremely 
indifferent. 

“When one stops to consider it, 
eourtesy is vital today in motoring,” 
continues Mr. Black. “The courteous 
driver will not weave in and out of 
narrow streets, forcing other motor¬ 
ists to give ground to avoid collision, 
i slip in between two cars so as to 
compel the man behind to use his 
brakes for safety. 

“It isn’t courteous to take corners 
swiftly, or swing wide, so that ap¬ 
proaching drivers, especially women, 
are forced to slow down or even be 
momentarily alarmed.” 


TURNER VALLEY GAS 


The waste of natural gas in the 
Turner Valley of Alberta was brought 
up by G. G. Coote (U.F.A. Macleod), 
during the discussion of estimates of 
the department of interior, in the 
house recently. Mr. Coote said that 
it had been estimated that the equiv¬ 
alent of 3,400 tons of coal was wast¬ 
ed every day in natural gas. Hon. 
Chas. Stewart, minister of the inter¬ 
ior replied that this was a serious 
matter and he was in communication 
with the provincial government in re¬ 
spect to it. He pointed out to Mr. 
Coote that sixty per cent, of the wells 
were on private property and the fed-- 
eial government exercised control on¬ 
ly on Dominion lands. Mr. Coote re¬ 
plied that if there were no regula¬ 
tions which could control the private 
owners parliament should do some¬ 
thing to create such regulations. Mr. 
Stewart agreed with Mr. Coote that 
it was desirable to eliminate the 
waste, and everything that the feder¬ 
al authorities could do to discourage 
the waste would be done.

From August 1, 1927, up until the 
present time, a total of 38^4 million 
bushels of all grains has been shipped 
to terminal points from the Leth¬ 
bridge railway division alone. Besides 
this, there yet remains in store at dis¬ 
trict elevator points nearly 2% mil¬ 
lion bushels of grain, and this does 
not Count an enormous quantity that 
farmers have stored in their own 
granaries and bins pending haulage. 

The figures herein given are au¬ 
thentic and taken from a detailed re¬ 
port kept by the C.P.R. of all ship¬ 
ments and storages made daily since 
August 1 of last year. It was gener¬ 
ally estimated last fall that the total 
grain crop from the Lethbridge rail¬ 
way division would reach a total of 
38,000,000 bushels, but that mark has 
easily been reached and passed and 
from present indications will go well 
over the 42,000,000-bushel mark. Ap¬ 
proximate figures of shipments show 
that '36,000,000 bushels of wheat and 
2,500,000 of coarse grains have been 
sent out of the local division, with 
2,000,000 bushels of wheat and 150,- 
000 bushels of other grains in store. 
The above figures are up to May 31 
and since then grain has been pour¬ 
ing into the district elevators at the 
rate of over 100,000 bushels daily. On 
May 31 alone 209,077 bushels of 
wheat and 22,062 bushels of other 
grains were marketed.

COLORFUL SCENES 


Seven Thousand Horses Near Brooks 
with Fifty Cowboys in Action will 
be Included in Motion Pictures 


Scenes of the rounding up of more 
than 7,000 head of horses being con¬ 
ducted by the Dominion government 
in the neighborhood of Brooks fiave 
been included in the motion picture 
being directed by Neal Hart for the 
British Canadian Pictures^ Limited 
according to Guy Weadick, general 
manager of the Company, who has 
returned from location. Mr. Weadick 
informed our reporter on Saturday 
morning that the company had not 
been delayed by rain and that the 
weather had been quite suitable for 
the making of some splendid episodes 

The company making Brooks its 
headquarters, during the last few 
days, journeyed forty miles south of 
Brooks to Twelve Mile Creek where 
several “shots” were made. Another 
trip took the cast to a point thirty 
miles north of Brooks and into the 
bad lands jn the neighborhood of 
Steveville and Patricia. More than 
fifty cowboys from ranches in the vi¬ 
cinity of Brooks were hired to take 
part in the picture and there were 
some good features made of chuck 
wagon and other things characteristic 
of the round up. 

Mr. Hart has received reports on 
the pictures made in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Calgary and on the Highwood 
last week and the photography regis¬ 
tered by Alvin Wyckoff, the camera 
man, was so good that there will not 
be any need to re-take any of the 
scenes. The company will remain on 
loation in the Brooks area until late 
next week when it will return. The 
picture is rapidly nearing completion. 


A THRESHING CASE 

Champion Threshing Case Appeal 
Heard and Appellate Court Gives 
Thresherman Judgment 

When a thresher has contracted to 
thresh a whole crop in the absence of 
any stipulation to the contrary, his 
money is due as it is earned. When 
he has agreed to thresh a whole crop 
and weather conditions of a perma¬ 
nent character, as for example, the 
snowstorm of November last occur 
the contract is held to be concluded. 

In the absence of any definjte stip¬ 
ulation, with respect to the weather 
condition ascribed to the contract as 
having intervened, making it impossi¬ 
ble. to continue there is an implied 
condjtion ascribed to the contract as 
to what “fair and reasonable men 
would presumably have agreed upon 
if their minds had been directed to 
the question.” 

Above is the gist of the judgment 
written by Chief Justice Harvey and 
concurred in Mr. Justice Hyndman, 
Clarke, Mitchell and Lunney and 
which settles the law of Alberta with 
regard to threshing contracts. The 
appeal court gave judgment in favor 
of John Klein, a thresher in the 
Champion district vs. Mr. John San¬ 
derson, a farmer in the same district, 
with costs. This was on an appeal 
for a judgment of Mr. Justice Ford, 
who found in favor of Sanderson.

Alberta— 

Province, mountain, 11,874 feet, lat. 
50” 17’ and river; after H.R.H. Prin¬ 
cess Louise Caroline Alberta, wife of 
the Marquis of,Lome (later, Duke of 
Argyll), Governor General of Canada 
1878183; Alberta was treated a pro¬ 
visional district, 8 May, 1882, and 
erected into a province, 1906. The 
provisional district was named by the 
Marquis of Lome about 1882; the 
mountain was named in 1889. 
Aldersyde— 

Village, 20-28-4; name suggested by 
Scottish settler; after Aldersyde, 
story of Annie S. Swan, who writes 
under date 18 March, 1927, “Nearly 
fifty years ago when I was a girl in 
my father’s house in Midlothian, I 
wrote a story of the Border country 
dealing with Scottish life and char¬ 
acter and named it ^ldersyde, a pure 
ly 'fictitious name, a combination of 
typical Border syllables. There are 
bany ‘sydes’ in the Borders, notably 
Bemersyde, the heritage of the Haigs, 
and where Earl Haig now lives. We 
are just building a modest house at 
Gullane, East Lothian, which will 
bear the name ‘Aldersyde’ engraved 
on its stone gateway.” 

Blackfoot— ' 

Crossing, Bow River, 21-21-4; in 
Blackfoot soi-a-pohk-we or “ridge un 
der water,” there having always been 
a good ford here; here, Blackfoot, 
Blood, Piegan, Sarcee, Stoney, and 
other Indians made a treaty with the 
Dominion Government, 22 of Septem¬ 
ber, 1877. 

Blackfoot— 

Indian reserve and municipal district; 
the name of the Siksika or Blackfeet 
is “commonly believed to have refer¬ 
ence to the discolouring of their moc¬ 
casins by the ashes of the prairie 
fires; it may possibly have reference 
to black painted moccasins such as 
were worn by the Pawnee, Shihaspa” 
etc. 

Blackie— 

Village, 19-27-4 (1911) also municipal 
district (1918); after John Stuart 
Blackie, Scottish savant. 

Bow— 

River, lake, pass, peak 9,194 feet and 
range; Askow or Bad river on Arrow- 
smith map, 1801; Bow hills on Arrow- 
smith map, 1802; Bow or Askow river 
on Arrowsmith map 1822; the Indians 
obtained wood for bow-making on the 
Bow river; Bow lake and Hector lake 
are called minisneimme in Stoney, os- 
kowwioosipi sagahegun in Cree, both 
names meaning Coldwater lakes; Ty¬ 
rrell gives the Cree name of the river 
as ma-na-cha-ban meaning “bow." 
Brant— 

Village, 18-26-4 (P.O. 1905); named 
by its founder, E. E. Thompson of 
High River; brant geese Were very 
plentiful that season on the lakes in 
the vicinity. 

Buffalo— 

Hill, 21-23-4; probably commemorates 
some unusual occurrence jn connec¬ 
tion with buffalo hunting. 

Carmangay— 

Town, 13-23-4 (P.O. 1907); after C. 
W. Carman and his wife nee Cay, for 
mer residents. 

Carseland— 

Village, 22-6-4 (1910); formerly Creis 
bach; the name is descriptive; means 
“river valley land,” implying rich soil. 

Cataract— 

River, Highwood river, 16-6-5; from 
the falls on it; the Blackfoot name is 
pita or Eagle river; hahaseegeo wap- 
ta, in Stoney. 

Cayley— 

Village, 17-28-4 (C.P.R. before July 
1893); after Hugh S. Cayley, Mem¬ 
ber of the Council of the Northwest 
Territories for Calgary. 

DeWinton— 

Village, 21-1-5; after Major-Cen. Sir 
Francis DeWinton, G.C.M.C., C.B. 
(1835-1901); Military Secretary to 
Marquis of Lome, then Governor Cen 
eral; organized the DeWinton Ranch 
Co.; also known as Brecon ranch. 
Highwood— 

Range, lat. 50” 30’, long. 114” 45’, 
and river, Bow river, 21-28-4; High¬ 
wood river (Ispasquehow) on Palli- 
ser map, 1865; Spitchee on David 
Thompson map, 1814; Spitchi or Is- 
pisq&ehow on Arrowsmith map, 1859; 
called High Woods river by Blakiston 
translation of Indian name, spitzee, 
which so called because the river is 
on nearly the same level as the prai¬ 
rie instead of in a “bottom”; as a re¬ 
sult, the belt of timber along the 
stream is much “higher’’ than usual, 
and is visible at a considerable dis¬ 
tance; the Blackfoot name of the up¬ 
per portion of the river is sapow or 
“wind” river.

Creek, Highwood river, 19-28-4; in 
Blackfoot, matsin-awastam (Nelson); 
| natsina, meaning tongue (Palliser re- 
| port, p. 212). Steele says that the Old 
Man hunted a band of Elk and killed 
| them all but one doe. He hung up 
I the tongues on a pole to dry. He then 
ran a race with the wolf, who beguil- 
j ed hirrt away so that the rest of the 
J wolves could eat his meat, which they 
I did, and the mouse ran up the pole 
I and ate the tongues.

[Town, 17-24-3 (P.O* 1910); in Roman 
mythology, Vulcan was the god of

CATTLE J5HIPMENT 

Three Hundred Head of Alberta 
Cattle Now Enroute from Alberta 
to Great Britain 


Three hundred head of beef cattle 
are now on the wav from Alberta to 
Montreal enroute to Liverpool. This 
shipment looks like a revival of Can¬ 
ada’s export cattle trade to Great 
Britain. This is the first commercial 
shipment of cattle to the Old Country 
since April last year. 

Canadian cattle are not quoted on 
the British market, but they usually 
sell on a par with the best Irish. The 
price of the latter is now $13 to $14 
per hundred. The arrival and sale of 
this shipment will be watched with in 
terest fiy Canadian livestock interests 
as it may mean a definite revival of 
an export business in live cattle to 
Britain which in 1926 amounted to ap¬ 
proximately 79,985 head, valued at 
$8,176,820.

Indicating the increased business in 
the Peace River country as a result

A series of tests to determine the 
value of two chemical preparations in 
the destruction of Canada Thistle, 
Sow Thistle and Quack Grass is be¬ 
ing conducted at a number of points 
in the province under the direction of 
Field Crops Commissioner W. J. Ste¬ 
phen. The first of these, known as 
the Chipman Atlas Non-poisonous 
Weed Killer, is manufactured in the 
United States and the second is a 
preparation formulated by A. W. 
Wadden of Gainsford, Alberta. The 
first trials of the efficacy of these 
chemicals were made on a number of 
plots in the vicinity of Edmonton on 
June 8 and additional tests will be 
made at a number of points before 
any announcement is made as to their 
value. 

The undesirable quality of a num¬ 
ber of the Chester White sows re¬ 
cently introduced into the province by 
the Central United States Swine Com 
pany is indicated by a recent occur¬ 
rence on the Calgary stockyards, 
when nine of these animals were ship 
ped back to the yards from a town in 
the central part of the province where 
they were being held for sale to far¬ 
mers in the district. Of these nine 
sows which had been shipped in from 
.the United States as breeding fe¬ 
males, five sold on the Calgary mark¬ 
et as “shops” at $9.10 per hundred 
and the remaining four graded “thick 
smooths” and sold at $9.60 per hun¬ 
dred, the price for select bacon hogs 
on the same day being $10.10 per hun 
dred pounds.
